Dr. I. D. Rogers said last night:

Some years ago the mediatised families of 
Germany and Austria were obliged by public 
sentiment to surrender their immunity from 
taxation, Which had\ been granted to them, 
along with other prerogaives, by the con- 
gress of Vienna, by way of compensation 
for the loss of the petty sovereignty of which 
they had been deprived by Napoleon, and 
which congress did not consider it wise to 
restore. Before long the new reigning sov- 
ereigns and their families wil] be obliged to 
follow suit and to submit tothe taxation, 
not only of their rea! estate holdings, but also 
of the many industrial and commercial, en- 
terprises in which they are engaged. 
When kings and emperors, as well as sov- 
ereign granddukes, endeavor to add to their 


resources by the construction and the run- 
-ning of hotels and restaurants, such as, for 


instance, the kaiser, the kings of Sweden and 
of Wurtemberg, the reigning house of Ba- 
varia and the grandduke of Hesse, it is only 
right that they should pay the same taxes, 
rates, and license dues as their rival boni- 
faces of less exalted rank. Otherwise the 
competition is unfair, and, tonséquently, 
bound to prove unpopular. And unpopular- 
ity is a great peril to monarchyda these days 
of the twentieth century, when the throne is 
no longer based on divine right, but on the 
will—the good will—of the people. Formerly 
the people Were taxed for the benefit of roy- 
alty. We may yet live to see royalty being 
taxed for the benefit of the people.

with Queen Victoria seventy-three years ago.

LONDON, July 20.-Thoss who harbor the 
notion that aeroplaning is a quick road to 
fame and fortune overlook both the risk and 
the expense. Although large sums are being 


doubtful if many of the successf compet- 
itors do much more than recoup heavy 
expenses to which they are put. : 

The initial cost of an aervp! may de 
anything between $1,000 and and an 
unlucky accident may ruin the machine be- 
fore it has riven a dozen yards above the 
ground. But, apart from the risks to ma- 
chines and theif pilots, there must be consid- 
ered the expenses incurred by every com- 


Bournemouth meeting, found it necessary 
to have the assistance of sixteen mechanics, 
and their wages unted to a large sum. 
There is also the pense of transporting the 
machine to and from the ground. 

The maintenance of an aeroplane is, more- 
over, costly, every flight reducing its value 
and affecting its stability. 

The cost of gasoline must be included, and 
the airman’s own expenses for lodging and 
traveling. At a meeting like that at Bourne- 
mouth $500 is regarded as the lowest sum 
that would cover the expenses of a man who 
flew every day. 

Passengers Help on Expenses. 
_ Passenger carrying has become a recog- 
nized means of increasing an aviator’s In- 
come. During the Bournemouth meeting as 
much as $50 was paid for a short flight in 
an aeroplane, but the price had dropped to 
$25 on the closing day. The majority of the 
seventy passengers carried were friends of 
the airmen and paid nothing for the privi- 


lege. ? 

Although eeroblane manufacturers are 
„making big profite for aviators, the risks 
and expense outweigh the gains that.are at 
present offered them. For professional fliers 
the outlook is not made brighter by the entry 
into the fleld of wealthy amateurs willing to 
buy machines and take the risks of flying 
in them without considering the cost. 

There are of course a few aviators who 
have gained a position which enables them 
to demand substantial fees for exhibition 
flights. Graham White, for instance, has 
been engaged at a fee of $10,000 to give flights 
daily during the meeting at Blackpool, be- 
ginning on July 28. This retaining fee, it ie 
stated, is the largest ever paid to any aviator. 


Crown Prince Makes Auto Dash. 


The German crown prince has just had an 
exciting ride of ninety-four miles in an 
automobile in an attempt to catch the 
Bilesian express, which he had miased. The 
distance was covered in two hours, while in 
the same time the train covered seventy-two 
miles.

French Presidents Well Paid. 


The voting of the Engliah king’s civil list 
has led Mrs. Crawford, the Paris correspond- 
ent of Truth, to tell how French presidents 
fare in the matter of expenses. A French 
president receives $240,000 a year, half as 
salary and half as expenses, no extra allow- 
ance for hospitality being made except on 
exceptional occasions. He has no pension. 

He profits by a few minor perquisiies out- 
side his salary, such as vegetables from what 
were formerly the royal gardems at Ver- 
gallles, fruits from Fontainebleau, game 
from those state forests where he has shoot- 
ing, and hay for his horses from the presi- 
dential seat at Rambouillet. The state pays 
for his men servants in the stables only, but 
allows for the coachman, though not for a 
chauffeur or secretaries. His military and 
naval staffs are maintained by the war and 
marine mihistries. f

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Two Routes to Detroit. 


Detroit is one of the big cities in the vicin- 
ity of Chicago which attracts many tourists, 
although most of them are tradesmen run- 
ning back and forth between this great 
metropolis and the many factories in the Citv 


of the Straits. Tue TRIBUNE offers this to 
the consideration of loca] motorists seeking 
something new, but shows as a map only 
that stretch-between South Bend and Detroit, 
for the reason that most every one know® 
how to get to South Bend, which is the key- 
stone of motoring in this section. 

There are two ways to go to Detroit from 
South Bend as offered by the Official Auto- 
mobile Blue Book, although the one most 
used is longer than the other. The preferred 
route runs through Niles, Dowagiac, Paw 
Paw, Kalamazoo, Battle Creek, Marshall, 
Jackson, Ann-Arbor, and Ypsilanti, over va- 
rlable roaus usually good, but with occasional 
bad ‘stretches. The short route is via Mish- 
awaka, Elkhart, Lima, and Orland, Ind.; 
Coldwater, Jonesville, Clinton, Saline, and 
Ypsilanti, Mich, but the roads average only 
fair, while there are frequent sand stretches 
and decasional grades. The scenery is in- 
teresting, but nothing out the ordinary. The 
chief objection to this route is the interme- 
diate accommodations, but there are fewer 
railroad crossings. The long way it is 300.6 
miles form Chicago to Detroit, while the 
short cut is only 288.2 miles. 

Notwithstanding this, the long route is 
favored. From Chicago to South Bend it is 
101.4 miles. Setting the odometer back to 
zero at this latter place, the tourist will find 
that it is 10.9 miles to Niles, 26.8 miles to 
Dowagiac, 505 miles to Paw Paw, 56.2 mile 
to Alamena Mills, 69 miles to Kalamazoo, 
92.7 miles to Battle Creek, 1047 miles to 
Marshall, 115.8 miles to Albion, 134.2 miles 
to Jackson, 170.1 miles to Ann Arbor, 178.5 
‘miles to ¥psilanti, and 208.2 miles to Detroit, 
giving a total of 300.6 miles from Chicago to 
Detroit. 

The other way it is 4.1 miles to Michawaka., 
16 miles to Elkhart, 46.4 miles to Lima, 80.5 
miles to Coldwater, 98.3 miles to Jonesville, 
135.5 miles to Clinton, 157.1 miles to Ypsi- 
lanti. and 186.8 miles to Detroit.

If you had a penny you ran 
te the grocery store and after painful and 
emotional hesitancy, weighing the merits 
of the all day sucker against those of taffy 
on a stick, you bought one or the other.

AGAINST SOCIAL WASTE. 

There is a significant addendum to the 
Diamond Match company’s recent decla- 
ration of the quarterly dividend. It is « 
reference to a certain bill for the pro- 
hibition of the use of white phosphorus 
in the manufacture of matches, = - 

“The object of the bill,” says the state- 
ment, “is to eliminate the disease known 
as phosphorus necrosis, to which em- 
ployés in match factories have been to a 
greater or lesser degree aubjected. Within 
the past few years practically all Fu- 
ropean countries have prohibited the use 
of white phosphorus in the manufacture of 
matches, and there is Tittle doubt that like 
action will be taken in one form or an- 
other in this country in the near future. 
The ingredient being used by manufac- 
turers in. foreign countries as a substitute 
for white phosphorus is covered by patent 
and is controlled by the Diamond Match 
company, in so far as the United States 
is concerned. Work is being aggressively 
prosecuted in the direction of adapting this 
substitute to the conditions obtaining in 
this country, and no doubt is entertained 
that before the proposed legislation is en- 
acted the company will have succeeded in 
producing a satisfactory match without 
being required to use poisonous forms 
of phosphorus in its production,” 

Thus one of the great corporations 
wisely recognizes and arranges not to fight 
but to accept the advancing reform which 
proposes to eliminate or at least mitigate 
the evils of occupational disease.

CHICAGO IN THE PRESENT 
CAMPAIGN. 

The report of the federal census bureau 
on our municipal cost of living ought to 
give emphasis to Chicago's demand for 
a new charter. Aside from the difficult 
questions of waste in administration 
raised by the Merriam commission, there 
is with us the inevitable waste involved 
in our cumbersome and archaic adminis- 
trative organization. This must be simpli- 
fied through a new charter or at worst 
by way of statutory amendments of our 
revenue law. 

With proper selections for the legis- 
lature at the coming primary and the fol- 
lowing election there should be a body of 
men in Springfield able and willing to 
legislate for the relief of Chicago from 
this burden. 

Isn't this near enough to the pocket 
nerve of citizens to waken their interest 
in the present campaign for political de- 
cency ?

THE FORM AND NOT THE 
SUBSTANCE. 

It will become more apparent as the 
day of the primary election draws nearer 
that the politicians did not overexevt 
themselves in conferring authority on the 
voters to select their representatives in 
the legislature. It was known when the 
supplementary bill—the one providing for 
nominations to the assembly—was being 
drawn that the control was being retained 
in the hands of the manipulators, but it 
will need another demonstration of the 
fact to make it plain. 

To give the voters of a district the 
right to vote for one, two, or three candi- 
dates in the primaries, and at the same 
time to give to three men the power to 
limit the effective power of these votes, 
might be called farcical, but it is too 
beautifully practical for that. It permits 
the voter to indulge in the extravagant 
freedom of voting just as he pleases, ex- 
ercising his best "judgment, and selecting 
the men he .wants to see in the hall of 
the house. Then it destroys the value of 
every vote he has cast for candidates in 
excess of the number agreed on by the 
three men constituting the senatorial 
committee, !

To those who have been astonished at the 
fuse made in England about this modern 
izing in a less bigoted and more tolerant 
form of the so-called declaration act, it may 
be explained that even the commas of the 
Hturgy of the Church of England cannot be 
: without an act of parliament. Thus, 


England is an act. of parliament; and is 
known in parliamentary phraseology as 


it seems that some doubt has arisen as to the 
punctuation of the Lord’s prayer. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, who knows more about 
such matters than any one in the house of 
commons and than any layman out of par- 
liament, has, at the head of a large and in- 
fluential followéfig, approached the govern- 
ment with a view to the correction of the 
punctuation,*but has been informed by Wins- 
ton Churchill, secretary of state for the 
‘home department, that the only way of se- 
curing the change, which the government 
admits to be desirable, will be to petition 
the crown about the matter; thereupon the 
king will iseue letters of business to con- 
vocation—that is to say, to the ecclesiastical 
diet. Both houses Wf the latter will there- 
upon recommend the change to parliament, 
and the house of commons and the house of 
lords will then have to vote their approval 
of the change, in the form of an act of 
parliament. Not until the king has given his 
sanction to this act can the comma be 
changed. 

It may be of interest to state that the 
comma is the one which present au- 
thorfsed issues of the liturgy oY the Church 
of England follows the words Thy will be 
done, whereas Lord Hugh Cecil and his 
friends insist that the comma should come 
after the words Thy will be done In earth.“

Sir Robert Bredon, acting inspector gen- 
eral of Chinese customs, who has just arrived 
in England on a holiday, with his American 
wife, Lady Bredon, a daughter of Thomas 
Crane Banks of San Francisco, is a brother- 
in-law of Sir Robert Hart, his sister being 
Lady Hart, He is a graduate of Trinity 
college, Dublin, has a Canadian mother, and 
started out in life as a military doctor, 
serving as surgeon to the Ninety-sevapgth 
regiment of infantry until he entered. the 
Chinese customs service in 18738. Like Sir 
Robert Hart, Sir Robert Bredon has essen- 
tially Irish tact, diplomacy, and qourtesy in 
dealing with Chinese dignitaries, and enjoys 
their respect and confidence to a degree that 
is indispensable to the suecessful adminis- 
tration of his arduous office. 

In China the postal service is an adjunct 
of the imperial customs department, and 
has been entirely organized by Sir Robert 
Bredon, in conjunction with his brother-in- 
law, Sir Robert Hart, most of its adminie- 
trators having been drawn from the customs 
service. According to Sir Robert Bredon, 
foot and horse carriefs now penetrate into 
extreme western China, a distance of more 
than 2.000 miles from Peking, and postal 
lines have been flung as far ae Thibet. 
There is a\money order system all over 
China, a posta express delivery service in 
every big city, and even a C. O. D. service. 

So efficient, indeed, is the postal service 
that Japan and Russia already have nego- 
tiated postal conventions with China. The 
United States government would do well to 
follow suit, and thereby propitiate Chinese 
good will, to the benefit of American trade 
in the far east. For before many months 
are ‘past, there is no doubt that China will 
be brought within the international 
union, when the American and other for- 
eign postoffices in China will, ipse facto, Bé 
put out of existence.

Author. Has Been 


Incorporated. 


In the rush of the theatrical war news re- 
cently little attention wae paid to the inter- 
esting announcement that Charles Klein had 
been incorporated. Surely this is the last 
word in the upmove of the dramatic 
author, who not so many years ago was tak- 
ing what he could and getting it when he 
could. Some of the Managers are still in- 
clined to point to the authors and tell of the 
time when they “took up so and so end 
gave him his first five hundred, but the ma- 
jority are coming to have a more respectful 
attitude.

„What do you, mean, Sophocles, you who 
are only the author, insulting a great artist 
like myself by having me come on after the 
deuteragonist or some female impersonating 
tritagonist?’ On the Greek stage it will be 
remembered that the star always had the 
first entrance. 

Even Terence—or was it Plautus?—was 
guyed by a number of the young bloods of 
Rome, who delighted in going to his re- 
heareals. and mimicking the Weber and 
Fields accent with which he spoke Latin.

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Francis Wilson Takes Issue 


‘with Our Child Labor Laws. 


Speaking to Harry J. Powers of Powers’ 
theater on the subject of chité labor, Francis 
Wilson, recently successful in “A Bache- 
lor’s Baby,” gave some decided views re- 
garding the child and the stage It is wrong, 
he holds, for parents—and factory inspectors 
—to keep their children from developing an 
art which he holds is inborn. He said: 

% Painting, sculpture, music were designed 
to give pleasure, as was the drama, the 
youngest of the sister arts. 

“Where all their beauty blends, as the 
poet expresses it, has the same object, is on 
the same level. It is noble to give pleasure, 
Therefore, placing the drama on the same 
intellectual plane with the labor of the but- 
ton maker and the bobbin boys of the factory 
is a etultification of reason, an insult to public 
intelligence. It is a trick to deal a cowardly 
blow at tlie art and profession of which 

Shakespeare. Moliére, Jensen, Heywood, 
Peele, Lodge, Marlowe, Caldron, Lope de 
Uga were leaders. Those two names of 
Shakespeare and Moléire have shed more 


luster on the world than all other names of 
all other arts. 

“Tt is a terrible thing, then, to attempt to 
degrade the art they represented oy making 
it amenable to laws framed under the super- 
vision of the state department of factory 
inspection! 

“By this means the ancient and modern 
masterpieces are denied us; the dramatist’s 
scope is absurdly narrowed; the players’ art 
insulted and child genius denied the oppor- 
tunity of development. The child actors are 
generally the little geniuses of the poor. 
Shakespeare was the son of a woolen mer- 
chant, Jansen was a bricklayer, Marlowe, the 
son of a shoemaker, Massenger of a servant, 
ete. Why shut the door of opportunity in the 
face of genius? It is for you good people of 
Chicago, who live by art and not by trade, 
to eee to it that the stigma from the drama 
and from yourselves is removed 80 far as 
Iilinoie is concerned. If you are to be nar- 
rowed in your sphere of usefulness let it 
come other than by insult to your profeg-

A truly splendid aunt of human rights, 
but, alag! it was abridged, nullified, and 
emasculated by a little word of four letters 
inserted in the second section, The word 
was male. The United States had broken its 
own law, done the very thing it forbade the 
several states to do! 

Yet all their authority for all their laws 
they drew originally from the one and only 
source of power when they in the 
preamble of their constitution: We the 
people of the United States do or- 
dain and estab.ish this constitution for the 
United States of America.’ Who are the 
people? Is it still the world and his wife? 
If only men are people, what in the name 
of reason are women? Does it not come 
back, after all, to this question—to wit: 1s 
a woman a person!“ . 

Truly, it has been said that “ a straight line 
fs the shortest distance between two points.” 
Would that this simple proposition could 
be mastered by the usurpers of our rights! 

When they were brought fair and square 
before this question—If a citizen is a person 
born in the United States, and if the right of 
citigens of the United States to vote shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United States 
or by any state on account of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude, and if a 
woman is a person, being a hu being. 
w cannot that woman exer the only 
right which makes her clitizensh ieee effective 
or of any value whatever?—they answ 
in this wise: 


— 

„The national constitution does not define 
the privileges and immunities of citizens. 
The United States has no voters of its own 
creation. «The constitution does not confer 
the right of suffrage upon any one, but the 
franchise must be regulated by the states. 
The tourteenth amendment does not add to 
to the privileges and immunities of a citizen; 
it simply furnishes an additional guarantee 
to protect those he already has. () Before 
the passage of. the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments the states had power to dis- 
franchise on account of race or color. These 
amendments, ratified by the state, simply for- 
bade that discrimination, but did not forbid 

that against sex.“ 

It was im 1876 that the court admitted, 
after due deliberation, that women are 
persons and citizens” and docged the in- 
evitable issue by declaring the foregoing 
weighty decision. Thus history repeats it- 
self. Once, long ago, they argued if she 
bad a soul. Within the century they have 
gravely decided that she is a “person” 
after all. 

Yet, three before this, when they 
wished to establish for political purposes the 
status of the lately freed black man, it was 
authoritatively announced, The negro, hav- 
ing by the fourteenth amendment been de- 
clared a citizen of the United States, is thus 
made a voter in every state in the union.”

From 1848 to 1875 the women in the move 
ment for equal rights grew wise and grad- 
ually became steeped in constitutional and 
legal iore. They had it At their finger tips; 
it tripped lightly from their tongues. Grave 
and weighty legal knowledge was their daily 
conversation and often formed the subject 
of their correspondence. Moreover, they 
knew what they were talking about—at 
least, they knew as well as anybody did—for 
to an honest and unprejudiced thinker the 
decisions made upon this question form a 
sort of conundrum play to which there is 
neither point nor answer.

‘ventions they held. They wrote, lectured, 

sent literature broadoast, and dispatched 
letters by the hundreds, letters addressed by 
hand with pen and ink, with all that that ar- 
duous task means.

But with 
the fourteenth amendment congress lifted 
the question of suffrage for men above state 
bower and by the amendment prohibited the 
he suffrage to any citizen by any 
state.“ In the constitution, therefore, they 
saw their hope, and that from now on it was 
@ matter of politics. 

Their hopes lay with the young and strug- 
gung Republican party. In various ways 
the leading women of the country had allied 
themselves with it and helped it in many 
ways. The women, too, had been the most 
loyal supporters of the anti-slavery party, 
out of which the Republican party grew, 
sharing all the odium and the persecution of 
the early days. 

„ it was a woman orator, young, 
beautiful, and gifted with eloquence and 
wisdom far beyond her years, who practicalty 
won the decisive Republican victory in the 


hotly contested election of 1862, on which the 


fate of the union and the carrying on of the 
war depended. She aroused tremendous en- 
thusiasm, was hailed as a second Joan of 
Arc. Men tore off their party badges and 
wore her likeness instead. Ministers preached 
about her and prayed for her as a second 
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maid of Orleans, raised up by God to save 
the state to the loyal party and through it

lean tasks, enduring ostraciem, ridicule, 
caricature, and scorn for the sake of the 
slave and for themselves, these women, Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, Lucretia Mott, Sugan B. 
Anthony, Lucy Stone, and the host of valiant 
ones, in spite of all their labors, saw 2,000,000 
black men, ignorant, illiterate, debased by 
servitude, lifted up above them to become 
their political superiors and masters. 

Their erstwhile friends turned from them— 
Horace Greeley, Garrison, Phillips, Gerrit 
Smith, and even Frederick Douglass. “ After 
we have enfranchised the negro we will take 
up your cause,” was the promise they made, 
a promise which has never been fulfilled. 

The women were deceived by both political 
parties, the Republican and the Democratic, 
played with, toyed with, and finally cast 
aside by the exigencies of the hour. Both 
parties practically sald, what is a self-evident 
truth, that they had nothing to fear from 
the women, but inferred that they feared the 
negro. 

They argued eloquently about safeguarding 
the rights of the black man, but never a 
word did they say about safeguarding the 
rights of the black woman and her white 
sister. They paseed the thirteenth, four- 
teenth, and fifteenth amendments, the two 
last bearing to this day the Mttle joker 
Which they willfully and unchivalrously in- 
serted to disfranchise one-half the people, 
those who have the greatest need of political 
power, because in the nature of things they 
cannot fight those who have usurped their 


rights. 


— 
There is absolutely no reason why women 


should revere the constitution. The seafe- 
guard of man's rights, it has been a veritable 
Chinese wall through which women cannot 
break and over which they cannot climb. 
„We, the people,“ says its preamble. What 
irony! What mockery! ‘“‘ We, the people!” 
It is chicanery, pure and simple, to count the 
whole people as a basis of power, to tax the 
whole people, to judge the whole people, and 
then to make an accident of birth the sole 
prerogative of power! 

For surely maleness and femaleness are as 
yet accidents of birth, the mystery of which 
has never yet been solved. Perchance a 
male spirit dwelt in Joan of Arc, then in some 
brawny form must have dwelt a spirit fem- 
inine. But in the real of spirit, as,in the 
realm of mind, there is no sex, no limitation! 

The negro raised to power but followed the 
example of his new found peers and used his 
influence to keep in subjection the noble 
women who had labored with might and main 
to set him free. It is barely possible that 
there is nothing heroſe about writing a story, 
and yet if a story serves a noble purpose 
surely the writing thereof becomes a noble 
deed. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe, struggling with 
her household cares, carrying the white 
woman's burden in a home not too bounti- 
fully supplied, found time between wales 
and after the day's work was done to pen 
the tale that thrilled the world and crystal- 
lized the sentiment against slavery. Yet Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe lived and died a political 
serf, the sentimerit against her being some 
2,000,000 stronger by virtue of the very men 
she herself had helped to free, 


— 

The civil war was but a repetition of the 
revolution, The women on both sides threw 
themselves heart and soul into the strife and 
did women's work as well as men’s to fur- 
ther the cause in which they believed. Again, 
they plowed, and sowed, and reaped; took 
care of the business, paid taxes. They cared 
for the children, looked after the homes, 
sewed for the soldiers, sacrificed for them. 
They gave up their sons, husbands, fathers, 
brothers, sweethearts, and some of them, no 
doubt, masculine spirits in feminine bodies, 
thirsting for the glories of war, disguised 
their womanhood and actually fought, all un- 
known, side by side with the men until death 
or some accident betrayed their sex. 

As for women’s services, it was Dr. Eliza- 
beth Blackwell, the first woman doctor of 
England and America to secure a degree, 
who organized the society of women which 
later developed into the famous sanitary 
commission, through which was raised volun- 
*tarily the enormous sum of $92,000,000 to aid 
the sick and wounded of the army. 

It is said that the uprising was no more 
general among men than among women. For 
every Organization of men to further the 
cause there was one of women.

final destruction inevitable. But for Miss 
Carroll's timely ald, a fatal tary blunder 
would have been made and the course of our 
history entirely changed.

Years later, while Gen. Grant was reaping 
the favore of dame and the news of Presi- 
dent Garfield's assassination was being 
cabled across the world this woman lay dy- 
ing in obscurity, unnoticed by her govern- 
ment or the nation she had helped to save. 
But for her Grant's genius might have been 
all in vain, and Garfield might never have 
risen from his humble place. It is not that 
one would wish less fame for these honored 
men, but that some of the glory might be 
allowed to rest upon those who earn it, even 
though it be a woman presumptuous enough 
to dictate successfully and wisely the strat- 
egy by which a great war can be carried on 
to victory. 

Miss Carroll's claim to be a military strate- 
gist of the highest order is sufficiently at- 
tested, yet the fact hae never been allowed to 
creep into men’s histories of the war. Instead 
they glorify the making of à flag, the sewing 
together of a few pieces of bunting as wom- 
an's share in the great struggles for liberty. 
They make liberty in the guise of a woman 
ideal and deny it to her whom liberty repre- 
gents. Who cannot be brave and strong, and 
wise and famous when all competition is 
eliminated by force? 

It is time for our school histories to be re- 
vised, for if women can thus rise to the 
heights of devotion and loyalty without the 
inspiration of ambition furthered by heroine 
worship, who can say to what heights they 
might not rise were their imaginations fired 
by records of the past wherein women figured 
as heroines, even as boys rise through hero 
worship? 

The war over, all the devotion, all the labor 
that the women gave through those four long 
and tragic years were again forgotten, even 
as in the days of the revolution. The thir- 
teenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth amend- 
ments were passed and the nation, fresh from 
its baptism of biood, dedicated anew to 
human rights, ignored the claim of half its 
people and went on ite stubborn way a male 
autocracy, a sex aristocracy, yet boasting to 
be the land of freedom and liberty, boasting 
to be a government of the people, by the peo- 
ple, and for the people. 

The constitution is still a Chinese wall, over 
which the women people cannot climb and 
through which they cannot break. It is 
called the bulwark of liberty and draws all 
its powers from its only source, boldly com- 
meneing, We the people. . do ordain 
and establish this constitution for the United 
States of America.“ Hope should not be 
abandoned, however, until it be enacted that 
a little word of three letters be inserted 
there, making the historic document real like 
this:: We the men people. . do or 
dain and establish: this, constitution.

Since I announced immediately after the 
Reno fight between Johnson and Jeffries, July 
4 that u would-be one aim of my ute te 
and a man who would win back the cham- 
pionship and to see that it was again the 
white man's burden 1 have received several 
hundred letters from all parts of the coun- 
try from young, and even old, aspirants for 
the heavyweight pugilistic crown. 


I wish to take this opportunity to say to | 


the writers of these letters and to all others 
with like desires that I am deeply touched 
by the sentiment which excited this corre- 
spondence. While it is impogsible for me 
in the height of my summer vaudeville sca- 
gon to make personal replies to all, I have 
nad each letter carefully filed away and or- 
dered from a newspaper clipping bureau re- 
ports which will cover a wide circult in 
order that I may keep fully posted upon the 
| advance made by these men. 


Cautions Personal Care. 
My advice to them all is to caution personal 
| care. Avoid all the pitfalls and tempta- 
tions which tend toward physical weakness. 

Stick fast to careful training and let your 
matchmaking be always toward the highest. 
| goal. One good, hard fight won ia worth a 
dozen victories over “easy marks,” and it 
frequently happens that a defeat after 3 
hard battle is the stepping stone toward 3 

it would not be a bad idea to read the 
stories of the lives and battles of our greet- 
est fighters, and in this matter I may digress 
in order to say that it has always been a won- 
der to me why semeone has not prepared in 
book form such a complete volume. It would 
be a ready se'ler and full of interest. i 

While 1 nave stated that I would be willing 
to give my time and such ability as I may 
possess and my experience to any promis- 
ing white fighter whom I may think may have 
the ability to win back the championship 
from Johnson, this must not be taken in 
too literal a sense. I could not be expected 
to take even a dozen or six men under 
charge. 

Will Take Up Best Man. 

But I do say now, as 1 intended that the 
offer should first appear for acceptance, that 
when the time comes that I think cne man 
stands out from all the rest as having a 
chance he will then be asked to accept mj 
offer. Today there are a number who seem to 
be possibilities. It is for them to get to- 
gether In the ring and show us which is the 
best among them all. 

And I want to impress strongly upon all 
who may feel a sincere desire and who have 
the physical qualifications that while they 
may not at this time be directly under the 
spotlight they should always remember that 
many of our champions have won the crown 
although they have entered the ring with 
seemingly only half a chance at best. Odds- 
on fevorites have lost their honors in scores 
of fights. It is well to remember these things. 

And now a word to Jack Johnson. In 
some quarters it has been made to appear 
that I am personally antagonistic to him 
because he defeated Jeffries. Of course I feel 
that natural dislike that comes to every man 
against one who licks his friend. 


Gives Negro His Praise. 

All my readers, however, will remember 
that I gave Johnson all the praise as a fighter 
that was coming to him in my weekly Sunday 
letter of July 10, and also directly following 
the Reno fight, : 

I frankly: admit I have a race prejudice 
against Johnson because he holde the cham- 
plonship, but I am not alone in this. I don’t 
belfeve that a white man should efter the 
ring with a megro. If we are to have colored 
men as champions, then let them fight in a 
class by themselves. 

Johnson as a great fighter, as he surely is, 
was entitled to public opportunity, but I cer- 
tainly blame Tommy Burns, who practically 
had a gift of the championship for which we 
of the good old times almost, if not actually 
gweat blood to gain, in matching up with a 
colored man. When Burns lost, while I felt 
some personal friendly sympathy, I also be- 
Heved he had been justly rewarded for his 
foolishness. 


Wants to See Jack Whipped. 

I hope I have now placed myself plainly 
on record as regards Johnson. Briefly, I 
want to see Johnton whipped, but with me 
it’s the supremacy of the white race that I 
wish to see again established, and I won't 
rest until I have done all that I can towards 


satisfactory conclusion. 

Incidentally I have an unknown under cov- 
er who is a big, strong, dangerous fellow, 
and I think bim a good candidate for cham- 
pionship honors. When I can see what he 
can do I will give his name and more par- 
ticulars to the public. 

Those who have carefully read the news- 
papers of late, and I hope ai! my readers are 
regular subscribers,“ may have noticed 
that Hugh McIntosh, the Australian pro- 
moter, publicly offered to back my unknown 
against Johnson for a side bet of at least 
$5,000, the fight to be not less than twenty 
rounds. Johnson was personally notified of 
this offer, and what do you think he said in 
reply? Just this: “I too have an unknown 
to match with your unknown.” As Sig Hart, 
erstwhile manager of the champion, would 
say: “Johnson is a great self-made man, 
Got on his education hisself.”

Gotham has the fewer alleys, and virtually 
all cf them paved, as are the streets on Man- 
hettan island. Many of these streets of the 
eastern metropolis slope to an extent making 
sweeping much easier; Chicago is at a dead 
level. Flooding a New York street at the 
top of a slope, the washing power of the 
water under pressure is immensgly more 
effective; sweeping that may follow the 
water to the same extent is easier and more 
effective. 

More than all of this, however, is the fact 
that with more than double the mileage of 
New Tork's street and alley mileage, New 
York is assessed $1.70 per capita for street 
cleaning, as against Chicago’s 94 cents for 
the same purpose. And Manhattan has the 
streets that are better paved and better sur- 
faced for cleaning easier than the streets 
of the Chicago loop district.

Questions for the Citizen. 

Do you know how your street is cleaned? 
How your garbage cansareemptied? Where 
the sweepings and rabbish are disposed off 
Whit becomes of the net garbage that en 
ordinance. requires shall be garbage only? 

A few years ago, you may remember, when 
the order came that you had to keep papers, 
broken crockery. broken toy wagons, and 
gad irons out of the strictly kitchen garbage 
can, you raised holy moses. You may have 
said—as thousands did—that your garbage 
can, being a part of your house, which is 
your castle, you'd be double-dyed if you did. 

But for the most part you in the better sec- 
tions of Chicago have been broken in to the 
order. You have your strictly garbage can 
into which table scraps, spoiled vegetables, 
potato peelings, and like truck gravitate. 
And you have your prescribed can for ashes, 
broken crockery, brickbats, and waste paper 
scraps whether all of it finds its way from 
your household to that can. You were as- 
sured at the time that if this was done every- 
thing would be carted away for you without 
further trouble to anybody. Canvas was 
prescribed for the wagons carting the ashes 
and sweepings, a waterproof steel box on 
wheels would receive the garbage. 

Former Ald. Fraak T. Fowler on Feb. 7 
last was appointed superintendent of the 
bureau of streets and alleys, long after the 
system was installed. But he says that these 
last six months have been the most stren- 
uous of all his career. In the city council he 
represented the old Thirteenth ward for one 
term and the new Fourteenth ward for an- 
other term. In September, 1900, he became 
a member of the board of local improve- 
ments, from which he passed last February 
to the superintendency of the bureau of 
streets. He is 42 yeare old, was born at Bev- 
erly, O., and from 1892 to 1896, in the time of 
the bicycle craze, was manufacturer of the 
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Fowler bicycle. In the last six months he 
says that he’s been working at a motorcycle 
pace, has dyspepsia between meals, and 
doesn't sleep more than fractional] parts of 
the rights.

Obstacles to Perfect Work. 

All through the necessity of condueting the 
business of cleaning the streets and alleys of 
greater Chicago with too little money, not 
enough men for the work, not nearly enough 
men to meet the detnands of the citizen at 
large who prefers showing his visiting friends 
# handsome park boulevard to allowing those 
friends to get a glimpee of his own back alley. 

“Not for a moment would J criticise the 
park boards, the parks, and the’miles of bou- 
levarde over which we can run in a machine,” 
said Mr. Fowler, speaking in his short, im- 
Pulsive brevity. “ But I'm willing to go on 
record with the suggestion that our boule- 
wards for the time are quite long enough until 
we've taken up the work of paving our alleys. 

“In the home we sweep the floors at the 
front and top of the house. We sweep the 
kitchen—but also every little while we scrub 
the kitchen. See? That's why we need more 
alley paving; you can’t scrub an unpaved 
alley. Nor can we sweep a street unless it 
have some sort of decent paving.”’ 

Out of the $100 annual tax paid by the citi- 
zen of Chicago only 26 cents a month goes for 
the removal of his garbage and the cleaning 
of his street and his alley frontage. Can he 
hire a hobo to do it for $26 or for $260? Which

Superintendent for Each W ard. 

There are thirty-five wards in Chicago lim- 
its, each of them having its ward superin- 
tendent, its quota of wagons for removing 
sweepings, ashes, paper,-tin cans, and 
household waste. Likewise these superin- 
tendents see to the clearing away of garbage 
that is garbage, making distribution of both 
in widely different manner. 

Your can of garbage, net, is not picked up 
by the man who takes the can of other refuse. 


The steel box for garbage is mounted ona. 


wagon frame and is removable in a moment 
by a crane at a dumping station, while.a 
clean steel holder is substituted for it. Take 
this specified ‘‘ garbage 
There are 170 of these steel boxes in the 
city, adapted to the sixty wagons which 
them. There are two receiving sta- 
tiens on the river where these steel boxes 
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are loaded upon scows, one station on the 
north branch at Chicago avenue and the 
other at Oakley avenue. At Thirty-ninth and 
Iron streets these boxes are received by a 
reduction’ plant and their contents inciner- 
ated. The company receives $47,500 a year 
and the contract under which the company 10 
working has two years to run from Sebtem- 
ber next. 

At the receiving stations for garbage « 
check system has been introduced by Mr. 
Fowler and two cards in duplicate give the 
time of a wagon's arrival, loaded, and the 
departure of the wagon, empty, shaded into 
minutes by the use of a punch. The number 
of the ward is noted in place, the number of 
the district, the dump at which it wes 
received, the name of the team owner, and 
the card signed finally by the ward superin- 
tendent. One of these cards is given the 
driver as his pay check, the other sent in 
to the superintendent's office as a part of 


his record. The size of the loads ts designated 


by the. same punch system, measurable in 
cubic yards.

Frame Beds for Ashes. 

For hauling ashes and like matter from 
the ash cans 700 wagons are in use with 
frame beds for loads. Having the ashes 
and kindred solid materials, the depert- 
ment uses its judgment in where to deposit 
these loads with least hauls and for the pur- 
pose of filling in alleys and streets approach- 
ing grade. Much of this material is of the 
best for street foundations. 

There are wards where the wagons call 
every day, wards where they cell every other 
day, and some places where once a week 
may be the best possible service. The old 
town of Jefferson has hundreds of acres of 
open blocks and such mileage that it is im-

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Ten years ago Uno was the first agri- 
cultural state, her crops being worth—farm 
value-—-$195,146,000. In 1900 the state was still 
first, with a total of §397,085,000, or an in- 
creape of 73 per cent. The leading farming 
state @id not quite equal the percentage of 
gain of the average for the entire country. 

Ten years ago lowa was second, raising 
$18,220,000 worth of crops. 1908 it dad 
let Texas pass it and dropped into third place 
with a total of $245,238,000. This was a gain 
of 34 per cent over 1890, but a loss of 8.7 per 
cent over 1908, when its crops were worth 


Texas Still Cotton State. 


Texas was third in 1809, raising $151,866,000 
worth of crops, cotton forming the principal 
item. In 1008 this @tate’s crops were worth 
$316,793,000, a gain of 100 per cent in ten 
years. Most of this gain was represened by 
crops other than cotton, although the Lone 
Star state has continued to raise more cotton 


“ghan anz other state. 


The greatest gain in the ten years from 
1800 to 1900 was made by Idaho, which 
jumped from $8,016,000, and fortieth on the 
list, in 1890 to §32,006,000 and thirty-fourth 
on the list in 1909, a gain of 3.. per cent. 
New Mexico gained 274 per cent, from $2.466,8 
000 to $9,180,000.. Wyoming gained 278 per 
cent, from $2,990,000 to $11,174,000. Arizona 
gained 230 per cent, from $2,071,000 to $6,824, - 
000. Oklahoma gained 202 per cent, from 
$40,843,000 to §122.083,000, jumping from 
twenty-seventh to seventeenth place. 

Rhode Islend, next to California, showed 
the smallest gain, A per cent, from $1,711,000 
‘to 226.000, and remaining at the bottom of 
the list through the entire period. Iowa, with 
a gain of only 34 per cent, was next to Rhode 
Island ie point of increase. California's gain 
was only 10 per cent. 

The greatest gain by sections was in the 
south Atlantic states, which increased their 
farm crops by 106 per cent, and in the far 
western states, which show an increase of 
121 per cent.

HETHER large or small, rich or 
struggling, the employer and the 
employé bave between them that 
one indelible line of contact which is 
pable. =" 

Problems. differences, criticism, discontent 
—everything in the category between un- 
flinching loyalty and unmeasured hatreds of 
men—are subject to rise on either side of the 
line. The line itseir must be the rigid barrier 
over which troubles are to be talked out, wor- 
ried out. It is a line—a barrier—over which 
neither employer nor empiloyé crosses, OF 
care: to cross. 

To this line, in equity, the employer must 
step down. From the other side the employé 
the producer—must step up. And thie line 
is the firing line, no matter t may be the 
matter in contention. Has the employer re- 
ceived too much? Has the employé received 
too little? Has tne average employé re- 
ceived enough and the exceptional employé 
got too little—too little recognition for his 
abilities? Too little pay for the exercise of 
his knowledge and capacities? Have in- 
justices been worked, willingly or uncos- 
eciously, on the part of the employer? 

No statute has been enacted to say what 
the profit of an employer may be, provided 
he gets a profit. No law has been framed to 
say for how little the employé may work. 
By right of being the employer, with a plant 
making room for the employé and producer, 
the whole broad question is left to this thin, 
indelible line, where*two opposing interests 


meet. 

Opposing you say. 

For the most part, yes, The wisdom of that 
average t >cessful employer isn’t half as 
effective in his interests as are the thick hide, 
the stubborn chin, and the bluff invincible- 
ne. of his manner. He knows nothing of 
diplomacy unless along the line of competi- 
tion, which he must meet in the open. In the 
shop, store, or office, HE is the EMPLOYER. 
He exults in his supremacy there. There is 
no danger of challenge. A Whispered, “Sh! 
the old man! overheard by him carries

ognizes the meaning of loyalty in his workers

in his workers. As the supreme dictator in 
his business. he becomes unto himself the 
business of his house. To his nearest, right- 
hand executive he never bas used the pro- 
noun we in anything concerning the wel- 
fare of the place.

Probably he has frowned it down. His rea- 
soning against ambition in an employé is 
ed in his suspicions.

Few employés in the line of a deyeloping 
business on a sound basis enter the s@rvice of 
an employer without the incentive of amb!- 
tion. Entering upon his work he glances 
about him to catch the atmosphere of his fel- 
lows. His sensitiveness to his new ambition 
renders him doubly impressionable. > 

Among his fellows he sees indications of 
time killing, Gragging, hopelessness. If he 
has taken upon himself a sharply defined 
willingness and activity he regognizes vague- 
ly that it appears out of piace among his 
fello@s. What's the matter? 

From the moment of this self-imposed 
question, the young employé is on his guard 
uch as is imposed by his fears. According- 
ly as his ambitions had been awakened it 
appears to him that he must strangle them. 
In such few positions, strong characters 
have * out again, seeking opportunity; 
for the masees the only choice is bending to 
the inevitable. As time has gone on that 

personal touch of the employer—domineer- 
ing, rather than helpful—has bred disloyalty. 

Tune masses of the disloyal anywhere talk in 
whispered confidence.” Their employer is in 
ignorance of what is said. He is doubly ig- 
norant of the wideepreading influences of 
this general disaff 

It ought to be easy to learn that loyalty to 
an employing house can’t be bought by 
money alone. at prosperous organization 
which has come to regard money as the only 
thing desired of its ambitious employése is 
headed toward impending ruin. Such philos- 
ophy begets the feeling: “I'm paying you 
a good salary; you are a part of the machine: 
stick there till I call for you.” 

Look at the phase of a situation in which 

the hidebound employer says that it doesn't 
devolve upon him to show an employé 
how.“ He hasn't thought ever of the per- 
sonal touch in which a little instruction, a 
deserved criticism that comes home accord- 
ing to the measure of the shortcoming, the 
little touch of encouragement when the work 
has gone well—he hasn't thought that all of 
this has devolved upon him, not ony as the 
employer but in the net receipts of a year. 

He has forgotten his own first breaking into 
the world’s work. Likely enough his de- 
ginner's skin was too thick and impenetrable 
to have accepted the kind guidante that 
might have been his. But as a business man 
he’s a fool he has not learned all of this 

It is impossibie that a man can work up 
honestly in the business. without rendering a 
little more than value tecéived. When that

Grass, trees, landscape, waterscape, 
pure air, and the spirit which pervades them, 
from a thousand places, call—-and we are 
going! 

So much settied, the questions of accessi- 
bility and the minor advantages of one place 
over another were considered. ‘She most 
accessible place for us is the Palisades Inter- 
state park, commencing on the bank of the 
Hudson river,.opposite the upper end of New 
York City, and extending from the water's 
edge to the top of the cliff of the palisades, 


and up the river, at present, twelve or fifteen. 


miles. Free camping permits for a period of 
four weeks are granted by the park commis- 
sioners; and the fare from any part of Man- 
hattan to the nearest point is fifteen cents by 
trolley and ferry. At greater cost one may 
engage boatmen and go by launch from the 
New York side. 

Two of us wilhiktve a tent 8x10 feet. Last 
year the entire camping equipment, con- 
sisting of absolute necessities only, was car- 
ried as hand luggage by one man. This year, 
with everything we want, the sdid man will 
make two trips. We don’t want much—a 
tent, two cots, with two blankets each, two 
camp stools and the fewest dishes and 
cooking utensils. 

Water is obtainable from several springs:

to the top of the pail...ces, eatables, from 
viiage stores. 

Though so near the city, everything is 
about as Henry Hudson left it; and New 
York obtrudes itself no more than if it were 
a thousand miles away. We shall watch the 
tides rise and the tides fall, and the waves 
lap the bank; we shall follow the faint foot. 
paths through the trees, catching glimpses of 
the beautiful river at every turn; and from 
the top of the cliff shall see all its beauties at 
once on a scale of grandeur.

The day before I 
reached Pribilof islands the natives had 
killed four or five Japanese and captured ten 
or a dozen others as they came on shore from 
their schooners.

Corporation a Business Necessity. 

„Have you any opinions about corpora- 
tions that you are willing to give the public? ” 
I asked Mr. Sims. 

I have views on the corporation question 
as a whole, which you may have if you want 
them.“ Mr. Sims answered. All sensible 
men agree, of course, that corporations are 
a modern business necessity. No single cap- 
italist has money enough to-build a railroad. 
Corporations are partnerships made imper- 
sonal. We have always had partnerships, 
and we shall always have corporations, I 
suppose. Now, having made these trite ob- 
servations, let me say that corporations 
should be controlled, which is not a new 
declaration, either. I am not a Bourbon, 
industrially or commercially. One should 
go along with the currents of thought and 
history. Very well. And yet if one will re- 
refiect for a moment. he will be conscious of 
the fact that the beginning of the rise of 
prices in the United States was coincident 
with the consolidation of great business en- 
terprises. 

Combinations do increase the cost of 


things to the consumers thereof, because | 


combinations are intended to be monopolistic 
and are created, as a rule in the hope of 
controlling prices and influencing production. 
We hear much cant. however, about the 
economies of operation. That phrase, now 
s0-common, is outside thé question, for the 
reason that it is employed to conceal real 
intentions. It sounds scientific, but it is a 
trick with language, and can be dismissed 
as a polite fraud upon the buying public. 

Corporatlons are created and privileged 
by the various states. A group of men, 
they may live anywhere or nowhere, incor- 
porate a company in Georgia, Maine, or 
Oregon for $1,000.000. The state issues the 
papers for a fee, grants a license, under its 
seal, and turns the corporation loose to 
stalk where it will throughout the whole 
country. No further attention is given it. 
The entire transaction is illogical, stupid, 
and dangerous. 

“The right to create carries with it the 
right tp visit, to inspect, and to regulate. 
Once created, a corporation should be 
watched and governed within proper limits. 
Extortioners with legal authorizations in 
their pockets to prey upon the public will say, 
perhaps, that visitation and regulation are 
restrictive and socialistic, but I reply that 
honest business is not afraid of the sunlight, 


or of rules that are effective only against 


that which is crooked. Yet with all our 
states—there are forty-eight now that Ari- 
gona and New Mexico have been admitted— 
and under our peculiar form of government, 
it would be diffcult—impossible, it may be- 
to obtain uniform laws with respect to cor- 
porations. 


“Consequently, I think that corporations 


engaged in interstate business should be 
licensed by the national government. A fac- 
tory makes matches in Ohio, a mill grinds 
oatmeal in Illinois, and a refinery produces 
oil in New Jersey. Each concern sells in 
all parts of the country. I would bring them 
under the same laws and see to it that they 
were not capitalized beyond the actual value 
of their property, and that they did not, tn 
combination with other corporations, over- 
charge the os ‘ /

„ How, I asked, did you work up the 
case against the oil monopolists?“ 

“The government alleged that they were 
shipping oil from Chicago to St. Louis for 
6 cents per 100 peunds. The open rate 
in other refineries was 18 cents.

TN WOMAN'S REALM Comfortable C 


What woman is there who. does not plan 
to be provided at all seasons with one or more 
dresses which might properly come under 
the above head? In winter the term might 
apply to those fascinatingly pretty house 
dresses or aegligees, made of silk, satin, or 
some soft material on the order of crepe or 
voile, anc during the warm months the same 
term can apply to dainty. pretty dresses 
suitable for wearing at home in the after- 
noons and evenings, cither Indoors or on the 
veranda Something eas» to get into, com- 
fortable fitting, cool and summery. 

But they should net suggest a neglige. The 
materials may be of the most inexpensive 
lawns, muslins. ginghams, or dimities; or 
on the other hand, the more expensive cloths 
may be employed in the making. The chief 
requisites are to have them becoming and 


comfortable. - 

One pretty style is shown in a light blue 
chambray, the upper part of the skirt cut 
from a five gored pattern, and the length of 
this reaching to within fifteen inches of the 
finished skirt length. There is a side piaited 
flounce made of straight breadths of the 
chambray stitched together, and a hem two 
inches wide finished the bottom ofthis. In 
laying the plaits have them on the right side. 
measure from one folded edge to the other. 
two inches. while they are on the wrong side 
only one inch deep. 

XR ** 


The flounce is an even depth all around, and 
the skirt lengths are gotten from the upper 
part. The edge of the skirt ig turned up in 
a one inch tuck, and the edge of the plaited 
part is laid under this tuck so that when 
the flounce is stitched to the skirt the stitch- 
ing of the tuck will also hold the flounce in 
place. Above this is laid a linen beading 
with square corners, and three-quarters of 
an inch wide. and this is stitched to the skirt 
and through it is run a dark blue wash rib- 
bon—a decided contrast to the shade in the 
dress, but wonderfully good looking, showing 
through the mesh of the beading. 3 

The depth of the flounce above this there 
is a second row of the beading, with ribbon 
run through. The skirt is put into a band 
of the plain material, and if possible it should 
be fitted rather easiiy over the hips. For in- 
etance, in five gored skirts it is often neces- 
sary to put in one or two darts over the hips 
to insure a smooth fit. If there is this full- 
ness. gather it into the band instead. 


The blouse. which is attached to the skirt 


band, is as simple and attractive as possible 
and easy to make The peasant line Is given 
on the shoulders by having the shallow. 
straight yoke and the upper part of the elbow 
length sleeves cut in one straight piece. The 
body part of the blouse is plain except for 
three narrow tucks which run the length of 
it a little to the left of the middle front. To 
the left of these tucks is stitched a strip 


of the beading. 5 


This part of the blouse is cut so that ine 
uncer side of the sleeves is cut in one with 
the blouse, and the sleeves are closely fitted 
and a strip of the beading starts at the neck 
line on each shoulder and runs down the 
outside of the arm, stopping short enough to 
allow of a strip being set on across the lower 
sleeve ecgg. and extending across the upper 
part of the sleeves only. The biouse is simply 
faced around the neck, and skirt and blouse 
button up the back. 

This certainly fills the requirements of a 
little. frock suitable for wearing at home 
these warm days, and no girl who has made 
any of her own frocks need hesitate to at- 
tempt the making of one like it. 

Another little frock even more simple in 
design than the one just described is made 
of gingham in a plain, soft green. This 
skirt is also cut from a five gored pattern, 
allowing for slight fullness at the waist line. 
This time the skirt is cut the full length. 
After the seams have been finished the bot- 
tom must be finished either by putting on a 
bias or a fitted facing. This should be at 
least four inches deep when finished, and 
should be hemmed down by hand. 

Put one line of fine gathering in all around 
the skirt at an even distance from the bottom 
of, say, fifteen or eighteen inches. Adjust 
this so it draws the skirt in somewhat, but 
stop short of that ugly tightness .which 
makes easy epee ae 
Now comes the striking feature of this 

frock. There is a bias band, five inches wide, 
ofa striped black and white gingham, cotton 
voile, or any material which will go with the 
gingham, and this is stitched to the skirt on 
its upper side, at the line where the shirring 
is. The band should be slightly stretched on 
the lower edge, so it wili sit easily. When 
this band reaches the left side of the skirt 
a mitered corner is turned and the band runs 
up the skirt to the waist line. Coming from 
the back, the band is slipped under the 
mitered edge and stitched in place. 

The jumper part is cut out for a low, round 
neck and comes down on both front and back 
in a straight line from.the shoulder edge. 
The neck and side edges are turned back 
towards the right side and finished with a 
narrow bias band of the striped material. 
Under each arm there are two narrow straps 
of the etriped material which serve to hold 
front and back in place. 

The dress buttons up the back and the join- 
ing of waist and skirt is hidden by a crushed 
belt of the green gingham. There is a simple 
chemisette and half sleeves made of cross 
barred dimity to wear with this, and the 
chemisette is only to the neck line. In every 
respect this ie à coo’ and comfortable style 
of dress. 

The square mesh wash net makes a service- 
able frock. and an inexpensive one as well. 
There will have to be a slip. made from a 
princess pattern. to wear with it. and this 
can be made of lawn, and there should be a 
foot ruffle six inches deep. and over this a 
deeper fruffie. preferably about twelve inches 
deep. This can be as simple or elaborate in 
design as one desires, but something simple 
will be the prettier. A beading of Swiss em- 
broidery can be stitched to the skirt at the 
head of the ruffie and through this a pink or 
blues ribbon run, tied Ir a bow at the left of 
the frort. 

* * 

Cut the skirt from a seven gored pattern. 
one allowing for narrow tucks running from 
the waist line to the hips. all the way around. 
These. of course, start in the front with a 
box plait. and from there on are side plaits 
running towards the back. Around the bot- 
tom put two artificial tucks; make these on 
the straight, have them double. and when 
finished five inches deep. Or! have three. 
making each one three inches wide. finished. 
The bottom one should be even with the edge 
of the skirt and the tucks should be half their 
width apart. 

Make the blouse with narrow tucks run- 
ning across the front, the tucks run- 
ning vertically and ending at a shallow yoke 
depth. If the figure is.slender they may be 
put in in the back to match the front, other- 
wise allow them to run the entire blouse 
length. The elbow length sleeves have 
tucks running the sleeve length on tee upper 
part, leaving the under eide plain. The 
sleeves are practically close fitting. The 
blouse is finished at the neck line, and with 
this frock are worn turnover collar and cuffs 
of cluny lace. 
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ishiwg the opening with a wash placket. 
The length is made while the plaite are 
basted together, and when it is correct iron 
the crease marking the right length and 
then unbaste the plaits sufficiently to lay 
the hem. After this is finished the skirt 
should be well pressed by wringing a piece 
of cheesecloth out of cold water and press- 
ing over that. Take the bastings out which 
hold the plaits together at the bottom, and 
you will have one of the prettiest possible 


skirts.

For the waist to go with this, and which is 
attached to the skirt band, cut pieces out 
from a plain shirtwaist pattern, first laying 
a shoulder plait on each shoulder and ng 
the waist to button up the back. * 

Buy some pretty imitation cluny or tor- 
chon .lace, two inches wide, and after stitch- 
ing the shoulder and undefarm seams to- 
gether, lay the lace on in three horizontal 
rows, the middle one going straight across 
the front, so that at the underarm seam it 
is only one inch below where the sleeve is 
sewed in. Let the lace continue across the

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This would be a good. design for a dotted 
muslin or a cross barred dimity or muslin. 

Some of the thin dresses have a gored skirt 
foundation, and this is practically hidden by 
narrow ruffles which cover the skirt from 
the bottom edge to the walst line. Then 
afain there may be three wide circular or 
gathered ruffies which extend from one edge 
of the skirt to the other.

A suitable style for a blouce to go with a ruf- 
fed skirt is made surplice fashion, or with 
a fichu-like scarf arrangement. 

A tan colored mull would be lovely. worn 
over a white slip. and for a belt one of 
the fashionable colored patent leather ones— 
say in a soft violet shade. 

For those Wo fancy a little more severe 
style of dress, there is a boxplaited model 
that is especially suitable for percale or 
ginghams, and contrary to what one some- 
times hears remarked, it will launder per- 
fectly, never getting in the least out of 
shape. 

A 12 cent pink and white checked gingham 
will be pretty made this way, and if well 
made will have the appearance of being 
much more expensive than it really is. Cut 
the skirt from a seven or nine gored pat- 
tern, the nine being prettier. Baste the 
seams together and fit it most carefully. 
Baste the seams together on the right side, 
as they will be made French ones. The 
black gores should be cut for a habit back, 
although care must be used not to get it 
too tight. After the fit is satisfactory, put 
a pin in each front seam twenty-one inches 
down from the - waist line, for a forty-two 
inch skirt, and a little less for a shorter 
one. 

On the corresponding seams either side of 
che front ones, put pins nineteen inches and 
a half down from the waist line, and so 
on, until the middle back seam is reached, 
making each two -corresponding seams one 
and one-half inches shorter than the ones 
preceding. The seams are then stitched from 
the waist line down to where the pins are. 
These measurements must all be exact or 
the effect when finished will be spoiled. 

Before turning each seam to the wrong 
side for the second stitching, clip it in where 
the seam ends just as far as the second 
line of stitching will come. Then there Will 
be no pucker. The gores all are left open 
for the sttiching down, for the present. 

. * 


The next thing is to cut and make the box- 
plaits, for these are made separately and 
set on. The plaits should show four and 
one-half inch seam on each edge. Cut nine 
strips of the gingham, on the length mak- 
ing each one ten inches wide, and the full 
skirt length including the bottom hem. . Be 
sure that they are cut perfectly straight. 


Fold one strip down the middle so that the 
strip is only five inches wide. For a twenty- 
four inch waist, the plaits can measure two 
inches across the top. So, make a pencil 
mark two inches across from the fold at 
one end, and lay a yardstick or some straight 
rule so that it touches the two inch mark 
at one end, and escapes the edges at the 
other end by a half inch. Draw a light 
pencil line, connecting these two points. It 
will be a good plan to fix two of the plaits 
at a time, and mark distinctly to which 
gores they belong, and lay them aside in 
pairs until the one for the middle back 
seam is reached. This. of course, is an odd 
one. 

Measure down from the top on two of 
them, twenty-ene Inches—the measuring is 
done on the penctied line—and put pins there. 
These plaits are, of course, for the seams 
nearest the front; then measure two for the 
next two seams, and so on. The next step 
is to stitch these plaits on the pencil line, 
from the top to where the pin 18. 

95 * * 

The next step is to cut the plaits off from 
one end to the other one-half inch outside 
of the penciled line, then clip the seam in to 
the stitching where it tops on each plat. 
Slip a broom handle into plait, belug careful 
to first make sure tbat it is clean, and press 
the seam open as far as it is stitched. then 
turn it right side out. 

Fold it in shape by making the seam come 
directly under the crease marking the mid- 
dle. Continue the shaping to the bottom of 
the plait by having the edges lap the width 
of the half inch seam under the middle 
crease. Press from one end to the other, 
then beginning at the top on one edge stitch 
close to the edge down to within one and 
one-half inches of where the seam under- 
neath is stitched, and from that point stitch 
in a straight line diagonally across the piait 
to the point where the stitching underneath 
ends. Then raise the machine foot, turn 
the plait around, and continue the stitch- 
ing up the other side. This makes the 
plaits have one row of stitching on each 
edge, ending in a well defined point at the 
bottom.

The plaits are now ready to be set on the 
skirt, anc, like the skirt seams, they are 
left open on the lower part of their length. 
Beginning with the two front ones, lay them 
in place over the skirt seams to which they 
belong so that the middle of the plait lies 
directly on the seam of the skirt. 
work has been accurately done the edge of 
the stitched point will come exactly to the 
point where the skirt seam ends, being 
stitched together. Blind stitch the plait to 
the skirt seam from the waist line to the 
point edge of the plait. 

Then join one edge of thé open box plait 
seam to the edge of the open skirt seam to 
which it is nearest, by a French seam, and 
join the seam on the other side of the plait 
in the same way. In doing this always work 
from the top of the plait toward the bottom, 
and then there will be no puckering. 

After all the plaits have beén stitched to 


the skirt each one should be basted in posi- 


tion on the lower part, by lett!ng the seam 
on one side lie over the other one. The 
plait can be laid in position and held to-

Starch Spoils 8 of Lace. 


It is fatal to the appearance of lace to 
Starch it. In the case of a lace trimmed 
blouse or gown, it is better not to starch at 
all except possibly in places where there is 
no lace, and then only to use the thinnest of 
water starch, which cam be applied with a 
smooth, fine cloth dipped into the starch, and 
patted on the plain surface. In cases of this 
kind where the gown or blouse is not to go 
through the starch water, and also in the 
case of silk, and even of soft satin blouses, 
it is sOmetimes well to add a few drops of 
methylated spirits or a few drops of tur- 
pentine to the water in which they are 
washed. 


The ironing of sleeves is * difficult, and 
it would be wise, to practice on an old blouse 
before starting An on a new one. There are 
small irons made especially for ironing 
sleeves that answer far better for the pur- 
pose, than the ordinary heavy iron usually 
used. These small irons work well, and 
easily up into the fullness at the cuffbands, 
and also into any gathere or fullness that 
there may be. 

Summer gloves of washable kid are a 
part of the wardrobe which may come 
under the head of home laundry work. 
These gloves are both practical, and econ- 

@mical, and may be worn for a aonsiderable 
fength of time with careful handling in their 
laundering. If care is not exercised, how- 
ever, they will shrink and thicken up so as 
to become quite useless. They should be 
washed on the hands, in tepid sudded water, 
and afterward rinsed in several clear tepid 
waters, while still on the hands. Do not 
pass the soap through the hands, but always 
use the sudded water. A drop or two of 
ammonia in the second and last rinsing 
waters, will prevent the gloves from be- 
coming yellow. These washable gloves 
should be allowed to dry on the hands: if 
removed while only partly dry, they will

Diet Is What the Stout Woman 


Should Consider in Summer I ime.

Rolling, walking, skating, and swimming 
are time worn suggestions for the stout wo 
an, who, instead of reducing in the summer 
time, invariably grows stouter as the warm 
weather continues. But why exert oneself 
to physical d*scomfort when one may re- 
duce the weight by proper diet? 

It is not what we do that fattens us 80 
much as what we eat, and it is not so much 
what we eat as how we eat. So let us look 
into the matter of what to eat and how to 
eat it in a cool, quiet way, and drop off a few 
surplus pounds in the meantime simply by 
being calm and taking things easy. ; 

The woman who goes to the summer resort 
for a rest and walks five miles before break- 
fast, plays golf until 1, eats a hearty lunch, 
swims at 4 p. m., and plays tennis until tea 
time,-dresses for a dance in the evening, and 
the next day repeats the performance need 
never expect to get thin. She is healthy and 
is enjoying healthful sport and interesting 
recreation, but it won't make her thin by 
any means. If she does all this exercising 
and then observes an obesity diet it will have 
some effect, but not otherwise. 

After the early morning walk, stout sister, 
come in and eat a breakfast of rhubarb sauce, 
éry toast, coffee, and a light cereal, if you 
feel the absolute need of something, but in 
case you can get along without any break- 
fast so much the betten It is possible te lose 
twenty-five or fifty pounds in six weeks if one 
can exercise properly as directed and eat but 
one meal a day, and that at 5 in the after- 
noon. 


* * 
At the 5 O'Clock Meal. 


At this meal it Is wise to enjoy a good, sub- 
stantial menu of lean beef or lamb toast. 
fish, lettuce, and all kinds of vegetables 
which do not contain starch. If possible to 
keep happy until 5 o’clock the next afternoon 
without “ piecing "’ and continue this course 
religiously the weight will be rapidly re- 
duced within a short time. The articles of 
food which should be avoided by the stout 
woman are pork, bacon, eggs, veal, salmon, 
soups, gravy, peas, potatoes, turnips, rice, 
corn, pastries, and spirits.” 

The fact that prize dogs are kept on a 5 
o'clock diet, eating only once in twenty-four 
hours, proves the efficacy of the treatment. 
The principal rule to observe tn hot weather 
for man and woman is to have an object in 
life. He or she who is occupied in some in- 
teresting work rarely complains of the heat. 
It is the idle summer girl, who dons a kimono, 
arms herself with a fan, and sings a con- 


stant refrain, Isn't it hot! O, isn't it hot!“ 
The business girl who goes to her work every 
morning in a trim shirt waist and walking 
skirt, tailored collar, and tie is not the one 
who complains of the hot weather. She is 
busy with other thoughts, and her interest 
is engaged In something other than herself 
and her surroundings. 

The home girl who rises early and dresses 
for the day at breakfast time in waist and 
skirt. belt and collar is cooler by far than 
the girl who goes about in a clinging wrapper 
wishing the cold weather and worrying about 
herself. 

A hasty plunge in the bath after rising and 
a brisk rubdown are jsut as essential in sum- 
mer as in winter, and another bath before 
retiring is equally necessary to one’s com- 
fort.

Daily Baths a Necessity. 

Bath bags may be made of five pounds of 
oatmeal, one pound of almond meal, one-balf 
pound of powdered orris root. one-half pound 
of boric acid, and one-half pound of shaved 
castile soap. Make bags six inches square of 
white cheesecloth and put a cupful of this 
mixture in each. The top may be tied up 
with a string. If one will remember to use 
plenty of water, plenty of talcum powder, 
plenty of alcohol externally and no alcohol 
internally, substituting lemonade without 
sugar, one will reap the reward of her efforts 
by remaining cool and happy during the 
worst part of the hot day. 

For the housekeeper who has to prepare the 


family meals it is necessary to arrange the 


heavy work for the early morning. 

The sensible woman who rises at 5 and 
gets her work done before the heat of the 
day is ready for her rest and nap after lunch- 
eon, when she makes up for the lost sleep 
of the early morning. She who lies about the 
house wishing her work were done and think- 
ing about the heat loses all resistance and 
fairly suffers in hot weather, whereas she 
who busies herself doing something worth 
while and making herself useful to others 
has no time to consult the thermometer and 
remark upon the state of the weather. 

Above all else in hot weather keep cheer- 
ful. It is the main safeguard, and the ever 
popular phrase, keep smiling.“ would be 
well to practice during the hot weather, even 
though we forget to smile when the weather 
drops to zero. At any rate, it will help us 
through and make those about us more com-

Hints for the Summer Fiitter.

Up this street and down that in summer 
you will see the great luggage vans heavily 
wending their way, all stocked with the 
household goods of some man or woman who 
is flitting to a new home. As a rule, many 
are the losses and many are the breakages 
ot these same dear goods in their transit. 

Call in the services of an expert and the 
chances are that your misfortunes will be 
few. Hut it is always well to keep an eye 
on the packing of one’s treasures if they 
are to be found on arrival quite undamaged. 
Pictures should be protected with great care 
and double strips of felt placed over the 
corners of the frames and tacked at the 
back, so that each picture, so to speak, has 
a cushion to rest on, whether packed or 
earried by hand. 

Mugs and carpets and curtains should be 
sent Off to the cleaners. It is a new idea to 
roll carpets on poles. If furs are to be stored 
they, too, should be cleaned and made moth 
proof. 

Sliverware, after being cleaned, should be 
wrapped tightly in fold upon fold of tissue 
paper and then covered over with rough fian- 
nel, then wrapped again with thick news- 
paper before being put in chests or boxes. 

Mirrors should be boxed, and curio cabinets 
and any fragile furniture. 

All articles like china and bric-A-brac

should be packed in barrels and boxes, and 
barrels are the best for choice, because they 
can be rolled along and if dropped down 
will give.“ which boxes will not.

Adequate Design First Care. 


The first lookout should be an adequate 
design and where nothing satisfactcry can 
be obtained in the stores, a special designer 
will readily give shape to your ideas. The 
home gir! with some skill at drawing will 
find good suggestions in the conventionalized 
figures in wall paper, tepestry, and oriental 
rugs. and she can always modify these to 
eult her own tastet and whims. A strong 
tracer and @ sharp penknife are the oniy 
implements required to transfer her deslau 
to stencil paper. Where her design is en- 
tirely original it ig west to give it a trial 
on a bit of scrim or canvas to make sure 
of the effect. 0 

The chief difficulty in stenciling burlap 
rugs will arise at the corners, as the least 
inaccuracy in laying the stencil or if not 
well secured, shifting it after part of the 
colors are applied, will cause unevenness. 
The easiest and most successful method that 
I have seen demonstrated is to crease down 
each end of the stencil! at exaetly forty-five 
degrees, using a compass and tape measure 
to obtain accuracy. Instead of sewing or 
pinning down the stencils, which causes 
wrinkles, the ends and the middle are held 
down by a flatiron and the colors filled itp 
everywhere before they are moved. 

If parts of the designs are covered by the 
fiatiron the one at the right end is moved 
first, and after the color is applied it is set 
back again. Stencil paper is fairly thick and 
the fron will not come in contact with the 
color. When you stencil a border allow 
at least a one-ifich margin for the hem 
which should be basted and pressed down 
before it is sewed. The hemming must be 
done by hand absolutely, and with very tiny 
stitches An extra facing is apt to cause

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HICAGO possesses the first municipally 
paid public park social worker. 

Perhaps few but the expert sociologist 
realize the great advances Chicago has 
made in various lines of social improve- 
ment. As it has been recently demon- 
strated by a prominent author “the most 

, ) American of cities,” so Chicago is a 
decade in advance of nearly all other cities of the 
country in solving the most American of problems— 
of ciyic reform and of education, of handling of vast 
congested districts in the interests of the people and 
the municipality. 

Credit. for the initiative must be given the women 
of Chicago, who, through the playground committee 
of the Chicago permanent school extension commit- 
tee, Organized at the instance of the Woman's club, 
with the cotperation of the other clubs of the city, 
have not only urged but taken the financial respon- 
sibility of making the experiment first. Miss Neva 
L. Boyd was installed as social worker at park No. 
1 in September, 1909, but for a month before, or 
July 6, 1909, Miss Mary Goldsmith had been placed 
at park No. 3 by the club women of Chicago, and 
had proved the wisdom of the experiment. 

The park commissioners have been most eager to 
adopt all the advances that will be for the improve- 
ment of the parks, as is shown by their quick ap- 
preciation of the value of Miss Goldsmith’s work, in 
the immediate installation of Miss Boyd as a city 
official.

Teach a Universalized * Mother.” 

One would have difficulty in locating the office of 
“teacher” from questions like these, which pour in 
all day, unless he should conclude i were a “mother” 
mysteriously universalised. And no better descrip- 
tion could be given of the qualities necessary to 
make a successful social worker in the public parks. 
E. B. de Groot, general director of the south park 
system and one of the greatest authorities on parks 
in the United States, says that “children nowadays 
do not enter the lives of their parents as they did 
when we were children; and we must provide a sub- 
stitute. In this connection the supervisor of play 
takes an important role. He is the connecting link 
between the old and the new order of things in the 
life of the boys and girls of today, and takes the 
place of the parent in the games of the children.” 

This is especially true today of the thickly settled 
centers of population in great cities. And just as it 
has been the mother who has been the sharer and 
supervisor of the games of the children, so it fs 
peculiarly. the “mother” 
in the office of the social worker. It is decidedly a 
woman's work, With the success of the experiment 
proved by Miss Boyd and Miss Goldsmith a new ere? 
fession has been opened to women. 

Although large and spacious parks, public bath- 
houges, and coliseums were maintained by the munic- 
ipalities of ancient history; we have no record of 
any public playgrounds as we know them. : 

“Boston twenty years ago frst agitated for the 
extension of the park system. Out ot that demand 
grew a public bathing beach along the Charles river 
for boys. Later provision was made for women and 
girls. Now that city possesses the greatest public 
baths in the world. Boston secured parcele of land in 
its congested districts and built swimming s there, 
that the poor might have the means of Cleanliness 
and refreshment near at hand. Indoor and outdoor 
gymnasiums were added.

Philadelphia Awakens at Last. 
In Philadelphia one philanthropist fifteen years 
ago started a playground, paying all the expense of 
conducting it. He was not able to carry on the 


work, and the municipality of Philadelphia had not 


then awakened to the need of the work. Lately the 
city has been following the lead of Chieago, and is 


endeavoring to secure large appropriations for the | 


work. 

In Pittsburg the Woman's club made a start twelve 
years ago by securing the use of the schools during 
the summer vacations. As a result Pittsburg’s vaca- 
tion schools are said to be the best in A rida; and 


from them have developed play centers. Even amal 
towns have adopted the lead of the big cities and 


have established recreation centers in their midst. 
The city of Rockford, III., possesses five. The west- 
ern cities—Gan Francisco and Los Angeles—urged by 
the women's clubs, have followed the example of the 
east.

Vacation Schools the Forerunner. 

Chicago's social workers, among them Miss Jane 
Addams, early interested ‘themselves in vacation 
schools, the forerunner of playgrounds. The en 
ample had been set in a small way in Providence, 
R. IL. in 1870. Later Boston, then New York in 1904 
hed established such schoole under the auspices of 
the charitable organizations, to be taken over only 
three years later by the school board. In Chicago in 
1896 the Civic federation, with the late President Har- 
per of the University of Chicago at the head of the 
education committee, conducted one vacation school. 
Miss Mary McDowell, recognized throughout the world 
as one of the greatest social experts of the country, in 
1897 established and maintained a vacation school in 
Seward school building. 

In 1898 the Chicago Woman's club founded a per- 
manent vacation school and playground committee, 
announcing that ite “special business is to carry the 
work to a successful issue—that is, until vacation 
schools have been incorporated as an organic part 
of the public school system.” Prominent in this 


have been Prof. Zeublin, Mrs. Billa Flagg Young, 


Mrs. A. W. Bryant, and other club women and settle- 
ment workers. They asked, or, rather. demanded of 
the school board that they hand over the schools 
in the summer to allow taking the children off the 
streets and to occupy their time in a constructive 
manner. 

After twelve years, or upon Jan. 1, 1909, the school 


board took over the vacation schools. Then the va- 


eation school committee reorganized and proposed to. 


take over the playgrounds as part of the educational 
work.

9 their main endeavor has been 
to secure constructive social work in the person of aa

Mrs. Jerome Active in the Work. 

Through all this forceful, excellent work the ef- 
forts of one woman have been particularly effective. 
Though working quietly and modestly, Chicago pos- 
sesses no benefactor more logical, and far sighted, 
and public spirited than Mrs. Amalia Hofer Jerome. 
Mrs. Jerome is editor of the Kindergarten magazine, 
has for several years conducted a kindergarten 
training school bearing her name at the commons, 
and has been chairman of the playgrounds committee 
of the permanent school extension and playground 
committee. These workers secured first $1,000 trom 
the council; but soon realised how meager the sum 
was, and prevailed on the council to investigate the 
parks and breathing grounds. 

The report of this investigation was so astound- 
ing that then and there a special parks commission 
was. created, and $20,009 placed at its disposal. The 
commissioners thereupon rented land in sections 
about the city and installed apparatus and engaged 
supervisors. But/ they soon found they would be 
unable to inaugurate permanent work, as $1,000,000 
was necessary, while the council would not grant 
them more than $100,000. So they had recourse to 
logisiation. Had they been women a long tour of 
“suffragetting” would have been necessary. But 
with little difficulty park boards were established, in- 
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dependent of the council. 10 our city the 8 — 
investment new represents $9,000,000. — 

The extent of the movement may be realised when 
it is stated that 300 playgrounds were in operation 
under supervision in the United States last year, and 
that $3,000,000 was expended. in operating them. 
‘But back of the movement stand the women who 
work in the clubs, schools, and settlements for the 
solution of modern social problems. As the women 
have been more active in these lines than meh, so 
they are in the for wont in realisation of the re- 
forms and advances necessary and expedient. One 
well known man said recently: “ Educators seek the 
intellectual as the frst requirement in education; 
but to my mind this is the last, while the social 
education should top the list.” In this he agrees per- 
fectly with ne women | students and 
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workers, who see in the public park social worker 
the greatest step toward prospering and amalga- 
mating the heterogeneous elements of American 
cities. 

The cost of establishing a ten acre playground 
ranges from $60,000 to $250,000, and its expenses are 
estimated at $30,000. A Chicagoan with $20,000 of 
property pays $4.80 as his share of establishing the 
playground, and $46 a year for maintenance, while 
probably the amount he would have paid in law 
court, public hospital, and other charity expenses 
borne by public taxation would have been much 
larger. When the small expense of a social worker 
is considered, and the necessity and results of her 
work, it is to be wondered at that the city hasn't 
installed a half dosen at each recreation center. The 
work of the playground has been termed that of 
the melting pot,“ so the function of the social 
worker ts that of “harmonizer.” 

The work of the playground is play. pure and 
simple, rst and last. As it ts in play the socializ- 
ing forces work most for unity and companionship, 
so the hope of the city in dealing with its jarring. 
incompatible nationalities and making them over into 
good Americans is to seize on these moments of

Miss Neva L. Boyd, a native of Iowa, a settlement 
worker at the Northwestern university settlement, is 
by training and experience better fitted to have made 
the successful teg“ she has of the value of a social 
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worker in the Chicago park system. Her training 
and work have included special kindergarten instru: - 
tion, study at the University of Minnesota and the 
University. of Chicago, settlement work in Buffalo, 
N. T., where she wes in charge of boys’ and girls’ 
clubs; position as instructor in many kindergarten 
colleges, notably the University of Minnesota sum- 
mer school, and at the University of Tennessee sum- 
mer school. One of the most interesting of her many 
experiences was her position tn charge of the free 
kindergatten for poor whites at Dallas, Tes, which 
| was supported by the Settlement Neighborhood house. 

Miss May Goldsmith of west park No. 3 is a club 
‘woman and a trained kindergartner. For three sum- 
mers she was at Thirty-firsat and Bonfield, one sum- 
mer at Cleveland, O, where She had charge of pley- 
ground work at the Alta House settlement, and an- 
other at Thirty-third and Wentworth at Beutner 
playground, a recreation spot without buildings. She 
has organized at west park No. 8 two siris’, two 
boys’, and one mothers’ club sines her installation. 
Although there are other kindergartens within two 
blocks of her park, the one she organised at No. 3 
has proved its need. She has charge altogether of 
thirty-two clubs, whose flourishing condition is 
testimony to her useful, indispensable work.

The sycamore has a larger leaf than those 
of the foregoing trees, and is wholly different 
in shape, being what is known-as a square 
leaf. In this respect it resembles the poplar, 
although its shape varies. It has more 
veins and has a decided saw tooth edge. 

Oaks are so many and varied in kind that 
only general outlines of their leaves are pos- 
sible in a condensed article. They are mate 
up of seven Primal points, one central (on the 
end) and three on efther side, Some of the 
oak varieties have beautiful rounded edges 


(white oak), while others Rave sharp polats 
(red oak). . 

The mulberry leaf is dull, umpolished, 
flat, and saw toothed, it te Sie with many 
vein indentures and ts tender. 

The leaf of the ash ts compounded of seven 
smaller leaves that grow opposite each other 
on a central stem. 

Sweet gum leaves are like these of the 
English ivy, except that they are lighter 
in celor and are highly polished, with smooth 


edges. 
Of similar shape, yet wholly different in 


appearatite, are the maple leaves. These, 


too, number many varieties. Their edges are 
saw toothed and they are dull finished and 
fragile, having large principal extensions and 
several lesser ones. 

Locusts are of several varieties, but all 
maintain a feathery, fernlike leaf, made up of 
many small leaves growing opposite 
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each other on a slender stem, which in some 
®hses goes to make up only one part of the 
entire leaf. 

The dogwood leaf is spade shaped and 
without outside teeth. It is dull finished and 
hes a twisted appearance at the point. 

BGassafras leaves vary greatly, some of 
them being pure ovals, others having a thumb 
A the side fresembling mittens in shape), 
while still others are evenly balanced hy a 
thumb on either side.
